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School Administrative Setup 
Consolidated At Savings 


The School Committee Tuesday night 
authorized the consolidation of the school 
department’s central administration. 

Acting on a recommendation from 
Kenneth Seifert, superintendent of 
schools, the committee voted to pare the 
number of administrators from four to 
three as part of a departmental reorgani- 
zation that will save the school system 
$54,719 in salary for Fiscal 1988. 

Seifert said the original budget propo- 
sal, which called for assistant superin- 
tendents at the elementary and 
secondary levels, was altered with the 
departure last month of Dr. Leslie G. 
Loomis, assistant superintendent for sec- 
ondary schools. 

Under the revised plan, Lois Haslam, 
former assistant superintendent to the 
elementary schools, will now be respon- 
sible for curriculum and instruction for 
grades K-12. Business Manager Francis 
Paul will be promoted to assistant super- 
intendent for operations, with his former

title of business manager being dropped 
pac the budget along with the $54,719 


Paul will receive a raise to $58,989, the 
same as Haslam. 

Seifert told the School Committee “‘our 
system is manageable with one assistant 
for curriculum.” With budget con- 
straints preventing the implementation 
of many long-term curriculum revision 
and development projects, he explained, 
“there is not the need for two assis- 
tants. %”” 

The superintendent said the depart- 
mental restructuring will mean ‘‘a role 
change for me as well.’’ Seifert indicated 
he would become more involved in ‘‘day- 
to-day operations, especially at the high 
school,” as a result of the changes. 

According to the job descriptions 
adopted Tuesday, the assistant superin- 
tendent for operations will assist in pre- 
paration of the annual system budget, 
will have primary responsibility for di- 


recting the business office staff and its 
operations, will supervise the accounting 
manager, will direct all data-processing 
and computer related administrative 
functions and will work with the assis- 
tant superintendent for curriculum and 
instruction on a continuing education and 
staff development program. 

Paul, once he is certified to attain the 
post, will also be responsible for assist- 
ing the superintendent in collective bar- 
gaining, long range planning, and will 
serve as aliaison with town financial 
personnel. 

In addition, he will provide counsel and 
assistance to the personnel department 
in school matters, and he will coordinate 
all federal/state grants. 

Haslam’s expanded role means she 
will have a doubled workload. Haslam 
will now be in charge of staff devel- 
opment programs, curriculum and in-

Fourth Celebration Saturday

For the first time in seven years, Andover’s Fourth 
of July celebration will conclude with an explosion of 
color across the skies, as a dazzling array of fire- 
works are launched from the High School football 
field at dusk Saturday.

“All the credit for the fireworks should go to 
(Selectman Chairman) Gerry Silverman,” com- 
mented Bob Schmidt, co-chairman of the Committee 
for Patriotic Observances, sponsor of the annual day- 
time Fourth festivities in Central Park. 

“Mr. Silverman felt there was a strong need for 
fireworks,’’ said Schmidt, who characterized the se-

The parade will assemble in the park 
at 9 a.m., Schmidt instructed, and pro- 
ceed down Bartlet St. to Punchard Ave., 
where it will turn down Main St. to Park 
St. and back to Bartlet St., ending in the 
park where it began. 

The Horribles march, Schmidt said, is 
open “to small children in costumes and 
big children in costumes as well.’ All 
residents are invited to join in, Schmidt 
said.

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Meeting Vote Critical To Water Supply 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Andover will face a drain on its water supply 
if the July 13 Special Town Meeting fails to fund 
expansion of the town water treatment facility, 
according to Robert McQuade, Public Works 
Director. 

“Our output was up to capacity (on June 20)” 
McQuade said. He indicated the present facility 
is only able to provide 11 million gallons of water 
to Andover customers per day, an amount he 
said will be inadequate for the increasing needs 
of the rapidly-growing town. 

If Town Meeting fails to pass the estimated $2 
million needed to increase Andover’s water 
capability to 24 million gallons per day (mgd), 
the project would be delayed by at least one 
year. ‘‘We could be looking at possible water use 
restrictions by 1989’ if the voters don’t act, 
McQuade said. 

Water Department figures estimate consumer 
demand for water could reach 13.6 mgd. by 1990. 
“Tt can be expected that plant capacity could 
very well be exceeded before the new facilities 
are on line,’’ McQuade warned. 

The $16 million expansion project would clear 
Andover of this type of problem for 30 years, 
based on department estimates of a 24 mgd. 
demand by the year 2020. 

Town Meeting Moderator James Doherty ac- 
knowledged finding a quorum of 350 people in 
mid-July ‘‘is an ever-present problem.’’ But, he 
added, ‘“‘something with an impact like this 
should enable us to find 350 residents willing to 
exercise their civic responsibility.’’ 

“‘T would hope,” the Moderator continued, “‘we 
could attain a quorum irrespective of the weath- 
er, vacations or the time of year.”’ 

Doherty said he wants residents to “realize 
what a serious issue this is.’’ He stressed ‘‘time 
is of the essence’ in approving the water plant 
expansion. ‘‘Any hold-up in funding,” Doherty 
said, ‘‘will cost (Andover) another half million 
to a million dollars’ as a result of increased 
construction fees. 

“Our water supply must be maintained,” 
Doherty commented, ‘‘so that we can continue 
to enjoy our quality of life.’’ 

Selectmen called for the Special Town Meet- 
ing last month when it was learned construction 
bids for the expansion had come in 30 percent 
higher than estimated. 

The Special Town Meeting warrant asks vot- 
ers to “increase the amount appropriated and 
authorized to be raised by borrowing or other- 
wise from $12.6 million to $16 million or any 
greater or lesser sum for the expansion of the 
Haggett’s Pond water treatment facilities.” 
Original approval for funding the project was 
given by 1985 Town Meeting. 

McQuade said the improved treatment plant 
will be designed to include ‘‘the latest state-of- 
the-art’’ filters to preserve water purity and 
safety. 

The treatment system is being upgraded to 
comply with amendments to the federal Safe 
Drinking Water Act, which includes stricter lim-

Financial Data To Board 


Corcoran and Company representa- 
tives refused to provide the Andover Zon- 
ing Board of with requested 
financial information at the second hear- 
ing of the ‘Riverview Commons” com- 
prehensive permit petition last Thursday 
evening—and the board was clearly dis- 
pleased. 

According to Chairman Wesley Whit- 
ney, ‘Conditions or reductions are gov- 
erned by whether or not they are 
economic or uneconomic....We are not in 
a position to even guess.”’ 

Thus, Whitney explained, financial 
data is imperative to the board’s making 
an appropriate decision. If conditions 
would make the 22.4-acre, 285-unit rental 
development uneconomic, Corcoran 
could petition the Housing Appeals Com- 
mittee for relief. 

Atty. Michael Eby, Corcoran’s legal 
counsel, explained that because they are 
currently i in litigation over their abutting 
Lawrence property, it would not be in 
their best interest to divulge financial 
information at this time. The City of 
Lawrence is trying to take the site by 
eminent domain for Emerson College 
and the Riverfront Park project. 

Whitney then offered further opportu- 
nity to provide the requested informa- 
tion. “I admit other parties do not have 
such problems, ” Whitney commented, 
“but you’re not excused. I can continue 
this matter until you can provide the 
information.” 

Eby turned down the extension offer 
stating since he does not see litigation 
ending in the near future, they would 
proceed without providing ‘the informa- 
tion.

Whitney noted it is currently “clearly 
to the advantage of Corcoran’’ to develop 
this piece of land residentially, but ques- 
tioned whether or not Corcoran would 
proceed on a comprehensive permit ap- 
proval should they win their battle to 
maintain the Lawrence portion of their 
property. 

Representatives answered that Corco- 
ran is ‘‘committed to develop this land as 
multi-family” regardless of the outcome 
of litigation. 

At the first hearing, the board had re- 
quested paperwork stating Lawrence 
was willing to supply the development’s 
water needs as defined in Corcoran’s 
plans. Corcoran stated Lawrence had 
agreed to supply enough water for an in- 
dustrial development, which is more 
than necessary for residential devel- 
opment of the property. 

Thus, Corcoran believes a residential 
tie-in would be even more acceptable to 
Lawrence, but did not supply = 
documentation of this acce 

Board member Jane Griswold then 
asked how wetlands remapping, being 
completed by the Conservation Commis- 
sion, would affect current site plans, and 
was told although they are concerned, 
Corcoran feels it is an issue to be settled 
with the Conservation Commission—not 
the ZBA. 

Griswold explained such information 
is necessary if it would require any 
changes in the site plan. 

According to Housing Appeals Com- 
mittee regulations, an approved devel- 
opment may be changed in a limited way

without returning to the ZBA for appro- 
val of these changes. 

A developer may reduce the number of 
units proposed, may subtract up to 10 
percent of the floor area of individual 
units, and may change the color or style 
of construction materials. Also allowed 
is a reduction in the number of bedrooms 
within individual units, as long as the 
total bedroom count of the entire devel- 
opment does not change. 

If the developer wishes to increase 
building height or number of units by 
more than 10 percent or changes the 
building type, he must receive ZBA ap- 
proval. A reduction in the size of the site 
by more than 10 percent in excess of a 
decreasing number of units must also 
receive ZBA approval. 

When Whitney opened the hearing to 
abuttors comments, the first to speak 
was Sean O’Neill, representing Trammel 
Crow Corp., which stands to lose the 
most should this proposal be approved. 

O’Neill’s first concern was the location 
of a tot lot near the parking and truck 
loading areas of the current Trammel 
Crow building, which is close to 100 per- 
cent occupied. 


The major concern for Trammel Crow 
is the 300 foot setbacks required for in- 
dustry abutting residential property. 
This would require the company to ob- 
tain a variance for setbacks of their cur- 
rent building and would disallow the 
construction of at least one other build- 
ing planned for their property. 

Approval of Corcoran’s petition, said 
O’Neill, would consititute a financial

hardship and down-zoning, by causing 
the loss of part of his developable land. 

O’Neill also implied that such approval 
may bring about litigation’ Under recent 
Supreme Court ruling, cities and towns 
are required to compensate land-owners 
unable to devélop their land due to gov- 
ernmental interference. 

At the board’s request, O’Neill will 
submit his master plans for his total 
property. These plans will show the im- 
pact of the required 300 foot setbacks 
from the proposed Corcoran residential 
buildings. 

Olivier Goulet, a member of the North- 
River Association, 119 North St., reintro- 
duced the discussion of financial data, 
stating that developer profits from affor- 
dable housing development is limited. If 
the developer does not provide financial 
information, the board would not be able 
to define the proposal’s profit margin, he 
said. 

Whitney answered this concern by ex- 
plaining it is up to the state agency fund- 
ing a project to make profit margin 
limitations—not the ZBA. The board 
would use financial data only to analyze 
the economics of possible conditions. 

Charles Cronin, 117 North St., spoke 
for the North-River Association, which 
has protested every affordable housing 
develpment in West Andover. In a sur- 
prise announcement, Cronin stated that 
association members voted unanimously 
to recommend approval of this partic- 
ular proposal, since it has the least im- 
pact of all petitions on the present 
residences in West Andover.
